This power, by 
inadvertancy, was not provided in the law when enacted, and 
is strongly recommended by the Superintendent of Publie 
Instruction, who considers it absolutely necessary to the sucoées

-For the better encouragement of ranchmen and farmers who 
are making the valleys golden with grain, and who are growing 
in great perfection the most of our edible roots,as well as the 
fattening of kine; who, by their labors in man’s primeval occu- 
ation give health and prosperity to our growing community. 
Í would suggest the propriety of incorporating a Territorial 
Agricultural Society—tor improvement in the breedmg of stock 
as well as in the labors of the dairy; being confident that the 
annual fairs, as in other portions of the United States, would be 
promotive of great good and mutual benefit. Annual addresses, 


andthe distribution of premiums, would be occasions where 


entertainment and instruction would most harmoniously blend. 


The comparison of different modes of culture, the gathering 


together of natural productions, as well as female handicraft, 
with the interesting varieties of stock from home as well as that 


-reared abroad—each year changing the location of the fair 


from one of the larger places in the.

"KE FRANCHISES.. 

Public roads are of primary importance for mail routes, 
passenger routes and en routes, as:the best means of com- 
municating with the neighboring States and Territories; in fact, 
unblest as we are by either a sea board or navigable rivers at all 
seasons of the year, they are our main reliance for transporta- 
tion of every kind, and should be fostered and improved 


throughout every portion of the Territory. Wherever chartered :

rights are granted they sheuld be jealously guarded and only 
given when responsible seewrity will, guarantee the necessary 
expenditure, without which special franchises should be null and 
void. By leaving the matter of -toll on roads and bridges to be 
fixed by the County Commissioners of the several counties, it 
. would place the subject more immediately in the hands of the 
-people in their respective localities. ` 
SNAKE RIVER TO BE MADE NAVIGABLE.  . 
— The few obstructions which exist to the navigation of the 
Shoshone river, between. Wallula and Lewiston, ought and 
should be removed. As a matter of justice to Northern Idaho, 
I renew the recommendation that Congress be- memorialized, 
and feel confident that by repeated exertion, this desirable 
internal improvement will at last be achieved. | 
MINT AND ASSAY OFFICE. 


An acknowledged necessity exists for the location of an Assay 


Office and Mint within the confines of our Territory. The 
produetion, at the lowest approximate estimate, of seventeen 
millions of dollars in gold and silver, for the last year, with the 
fairest prospect of a large increase on those figures in the future, 
is of itself a powerful wien in its favor: add to this the 
burden imposed upon the honest. miner, by a tax of from five to 
eight per cent. in expense and transportation, ere his dust can be 
turned. into dollars, and you have really so strong a case that it 
does not seem possible that Congress will long negative a 
memorial of the Territorial Legislature initsfavor. The Mint 
and Assay Office of Dahlonega, in the State of Georgia, were 


established when the production of gold of that State was - 


computed by only as many thousands as ours is of millions, and 
even non-gold producing States have had granted both Mints 
and Assay Offices while depending upon the gold and silver 
produced beyond their borders. It is but just-here to remark 
that Legal Tender Notes are sold higher for gold in Idaho than 
in San poem or New York; no better evidence could be 
given of the faith of the people in the stability of the Govern- 
ment, or their loyalty to the Union. Your attention to this 


matter is sincerely desired as pre-eminently right and proper. 


LEWISTON WAGON ROAD TO HELENA, ~ 


It is left to your discretion whether it would not be well to 
memorialize Congress for an appropriation for the construction 
of a road from Lewiston, in Northern Idaho, to Helena, in the 
Territory of Montana via the Lolo Fork and Bitter Root V alley. 
From the rapidly increasing trade in that direction and the late 
important discoveries in the Blaekfoot country of the precious 
metals, as well as the difficulties attendant upon the navigation 
of the headwaters of the Missouri river, this route is the nearest 
now known between the two points named. Ladened pack 
mules have made the trip in less than twelve days. The 
commerce once secured by a passable highway, the, benefits 

‘would be incalculable in opening up the country for settlemént,

MULLAN ROAD. 

A memorial for an appropriation from Congress for 
clearing the obstructions in the Mullan Wagon Road, is recom- 
mended. Ranches are already being located in the valleys of 
the Palouse, the Lahtoh, and on the plains of the Spokane River, 
and the new discoveries.of gold-bearing ledges in the Coeur 
d’ Alene Mountains, give great promise for the future of this 
outlet to the Columbia River. It also would facilitate the 
communication with Forts Benton and Union, its most eastern 
terminus, through a grazing and timbered country, capable of 
yielding a rich return to the settler. 

MAILS, 

The subject is again jrenewed, of the want of proper mail

RAILROAD FROM SALT LAKE TO THE COLUMBIA RIVER. 


After a careful series of soundings at low water, it has been 
found that the Snake or Shoshone river can be made navigable 
at a nominal expense, from Old’s’ Ferry to Salmon Falls, a 
distance of two hundred and fifty miles, thus making an import- 
ant link in the chain of railroad communication from the north 
end of Great Salt Lake to Wallula vča Grand Ronde Valley 
and Walla Walla, over the lowest pass in the Blue Mountains. 
With about one hundred miles of navigation on Great Salt Lake 
we have less than four hundred miles of railroad to build to 
render a branch Pacific Railroad a success, whose entrepot 
will be Portland, and its terminus Great Salt Lake City. 
This route is some five hundred miles nearer China and Japan 
than the trunk route through Nevada and California, and by 
your endorsement of the state of facts in a proper way, by 
memorial, it cannot fail to attract favorably the attention of 
Congress, that we may have the same chartered rights and 
Government bounty to induce its construction that has been 

iven to other measures of a similar character. Thus the Co- 
umbia river, the natural avenue of commerce, would attract 
the trade of the orient as well as the occident, and form the last 
rand linkin this truly nationalhighway. Oregon, as well as. 
the Territories of Montana and Washington, will be largely the 
gainers by its progress and completion. 
TERRITORIAL BUILDINGS. 

The want of Territorial Buildings at the Capital—not 
only chambers for the Council and Representatives, but 
offices for the Executive and other Departments—can only be 
remedied by strengthening the hands of our Delegate by an 
appeal to Congress, in a plain, concise statement of our actual .. 
news. Other Territories have had liberal appropriations, and. 
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why not Idaho? One hundred thousand dollars is a sum we 


reasonably might expect, for such necessary: buildings, from 
the benevolent care of the best of Governments, and if prop- 
erly urged it is earnestly hoped qur prayer will be granted. 
IDAHO’S INDUCEMENTS; FOR IMMIGRATION. . 
The following loealities, in good paying placer diggings, 
have been wrought with success the past year, and in a major- 
ity of them gold and silver-bearing quartz ledges are being 
developed: Elk City, Oro Fino, Clearwater Station, Salmon 
River, Miller's Camp, Warren’s Diggings, Meadow Creek, 
Snake River bars, Gold Fork on the Payette, Boise Basin—em- 
bracing Placerville, Centerville, Pioneer City, Idaho City, 
Buena Vista Bar and Moorestown; the Owyhee District—em- 
bracing Bonneville, Ruby and Silver Cities, War Eagle and 
Sterling Mountains, Flint, Mammoth and Steele; Voleano 
District, with Wood River; while South Boise, embracing Es- 
maralda, Rocky Bar, Red Warrior, Bear Creek, Elk Creek, 
Yuba, Silver Mountain and Silver Creek, attract much atten- 
tion from each new development. New mines on Bear River, 
and in the Goose Creek Mountains, also in the vicinity of 
Lemhi and Soda Springs, have been reported from authorities 
entitled to confidence. All legislation should be carefully 
moulded to invite capital, and the greater the inducements 
held out the more rapidly will our population be increased, 
and the greater the people’s prosperity. Here the emigrant 
will find the highest price paid for his labor, and here the 
farmer will find the highest price known for his produce.

ROUTES TO NEVADA AND CALIFORNIA. 


During the last year two new travel routes have been 
opened: one from Ruby City via Camp Lyon, Camp Alvord, 
Surprise Valley, Goose Lake and Fort Crook to Red Bluff, 
California; the other from the same starting-point ez Camp 
Bidwell, Starr City and Susanville to Chico, on the Sacramento 
river. Upon the latter a mail contract was let, but, owing to. 
the hostile demonstrations by the Indians of northern Nevada, 


eastern Oregon and southern Idaho, it has been partially aban- — 


doned. The thanks of Idaho are due to the late departmental 
commander, Major-General McDowell, for the establishment 
of military posts upon these routes, the furnishing of escorts, 
and the great interest he so cordially manifested in protecting 


, all the people who have traversed these thoroughfares. Ar- 


rangements are now in progress, and efforts are being made, 
which, during the coming year ~ 1l tend, without a doubt, to 
render safe from Indian outrages the ingress and egress to and 
from our Territory. No one can sympathize more deeply than 
I do with the victims of Indian ‘spoliations, and the redmen 
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their white neighbho; 
mains to do, and-no-Iack of effort or energy on my part shall. 
be wanting to attain the grest result of freedom from annoy- 
ance from those I will cheerfully labor to render permanently

WEALTH OF IDAHO. - 


A bird’s-eye view of the accumulating discoveries in our 


mineral resources, reveals that we have no less than three 


thousand gold and silver-bearing quartz ledges, graded in their 
value as in their richness, and new discoveries and new loca- 
tions are being made almost daily. The width of these lodes, 
or leads, vary from three to thirty feet, and they prospect from 
twenty to five hundred dollars per tun. Located, usually where 
water-power and timber are in abundance, they offer the high- 


est inducements to the enterprising capitalists, whose investment 


ean rarely fail of being of the most remunerative character. 


Amone the other useful ores which have been discovered with- 
in. the last year, Tin, Cinnabar, Copper, Lead and Iron in 
many forms, are of the first value; yet Platina, Antimony, 
Nickel, Bismuth, Irridium and Rhodium, simple, or com- 
pounded with other minerals, are fouud in various localities; 
but this is not all: beds of the best of Coal, both. anthracite 
and bituminous, with rock Salt, Sulphur and Gypsum, (better 
known as the fertilizing plaster of commerce), while the most 
precious of gems, the Diamond, has been discovered in our 
gulches, all give you a feeling foretaste of the illimitable extent 
of Idaho’s varied mineral wealth, when the hand of man shall 
have unbosomed her hidden treasures. The wide extent of 
our auriferous placers, only a moiety of which have been well 


prospected, checkered as they are. by auriferous quartz-lodes 


and leads, are rivaled only by argentiferous mountain ledges, 


striated, laminated and foliated with silver in chlorides sul- 
phurets—arsenical, antimonial and virgin. This presents a 
fabulous array of marvelous deposits which will require the 
industry of ages to develop and exhaust. 
CONCLUSION. | 

In accordance with the provisions of the Organie Act, it 
will be my desire to concur in all legislation which shall tend 
to harmonize the conflieting interests of all sections of the 
Territory that you, in your best judgment, may see fit to en- 
act. In your deliberations may you be guided by Him who 
doeth all things well, and be kept in health and peace of mind 
in obedience to His divine will. :
